Now is such not a glaring comm cili- 
ary on represeiilalive goveriiinent here'.' 
The (lovernment has clioaied the electors of 
that District out of two lawful rcpresHntativcs 
before. Now it adopls Ihe ex[)ei!ieti! of not 
allowing the District to be represented at all. 
Such a inodo of disfranchising a conslilu- 
euey is scandalous. Were Ksrpiimalt the 
votiest rottf.'uborough liial eve.'' existed, it 
would not be as ;;ri at a scandal on repie- 
senlalive insiitulions as ihe means ariopieil 
in this instance to shut out the country from 
a fair and honost ropresentalidn. There is 
neither prec0d'enti principle, law, nor neces 
sity to countenance such doings.

Now that ;tho .el.eciion -for Mayor and 
Counpillors is pvarand n.s^nsc of. relief is 
'imparted no doubt to the hearts of many an 
- anxious oandidato for the honor of being one 
'of the first' City fathers, it may bo wurlh 
while to take a glance at the work to bo per- 
formed at the outset, by those who have 
had the management ol iho aH'airs of the 
City entrusted to ihem. 'Iho first step ro- 
ciuired by the Act to bo taken by tho newly 
elected i.s lo make tho oath of ulliee before 
tho Chief Justice. Thi.s is required lo bo 
dono within six days after tho election, and 
is necessary lo enable Iho oUicers of the Cor- 
poration to take their seals. Tho ne.\t thing 
to bo dono is for the Mayor to summon iho 
Council to meet togotherBJi'BornB ' Bjjocified 
place and time, which imusl not' bo later 
than fourteen days fifom.lho'd.ay of the 
election.

Tlh) iimch care and jiulgineiit 
cannot be exercised in the choice of llioollieer, 
more especially willHbisiboHhajJ-ca^in'lhis 
city, where no doubt from\cooomieisf motives 
the office of Clerk and City Chamberlain or

The English enjoy on the Continent a repu- 
tation for melancholy, which does opt appear 
to me to he justified.

engciulcr spleen. Most of their old comedies 
are merry.

Estimating each 
man as carrying weight of musket, eijuip- 
incnls, rations, etc., al lifty pound.-), this army 
will have trudged along with 15,000 tons 
weight. Allowing two pounds' of provisious 
per diem for each iiion, tiiey consume 600 tons 
per day, and if they consume one quart of 
water per day, which is the best drink lor an 
army, they consume 150,000 gallons— say 
1,'2U0 hogshead.s— which is a olovor-sizcd ship 
load each day.
